Press Secretary George E. 


Reedy told newsmen this when 
questioned about United Nations 
Secretary General Thant's re- 
port that he had contacted in- 
terested parties with respect to 
East-West talks on the situa- 
tion. 


Asked about this as well as 


efforts by other governments to 
end the Viet Nam 
warfare, 


Reedy said: 


''Obviously, there are at var- 


ious times diplomatic 
contacts 


going on at various diplomatic 
levels throughout the world. But 
from the standpoint of negotia- 
tions, there are no authorized 
negotiations going on." 


Makes Position "Clear" 


Reedy said President Johnson 


repeatedly has made the U.S. 
position "quite clear." 


He said tfiis -position was 


stated in the joint resolution 
adopted by Congress last Aug. 
7 endorsing the President's "de- 
termination ... to take all nec- 
essary measures to repel any 
armed attack against the forces 
of the U.S. and to prevent fur- 
ther aggression" in Southeast 
Asia. 


This resolution was adopted 


after U. S. warplanes struck 
back at North Vietnamese bas- 
es following Communist torpe- 
do boat attacks on U.S. destroy- 
ers in the Gulf of Tonkin. 


Reedy insisted, in response 


to r e p e a t e d questions, that 
"there is no authorized nego- 
tiating going on" for a Viet- 
namese settlement. 


Reedy said further: 
"There are no 
meaningful 


proposals for negotiation that 
are before our government. I 
am not going to go into any 
diplomatic chit chat that may 
be going forth, or way-out feel- 
ers. I mean, meaningful.. ."

Americans Drop

SAIGON (UPI) _ The United 


States disclosed Wednesday that 
U. S. jets piloted by Americans 
have gone into combat action in- 
side South Viet Nam for the 
first time to give "maximum 
assistance" to the Vietnamese 
in the war against the Commu- 
nists. 


A U. S. spokesman said twin- 


jet B57 light bombers first went 
into action last week against 
Communist Viet Cong forces in 
Phouc Tuy Province, scarcely 
40 miles southeast of Saigon. 


The B57s and American FlOO 


jet aircraft from two jet bomb- 
er bases in South Viet Nam 
blasted the Communists anew 
Wednesday to help rescue Viet- 
namese troops trapped by a 
Viet Cong offensive 240 miles 
north of Saigon.

retaliatory air strikes against 
Communist North Viet Nam.

"Those were the best eggs I 


ever had," said Norman H. 
Gary, 22, of Delaware, Ohio, 
after he and three other Ohio 
State . University students fin- 
ished their first earth-type meal 
Tuesday since beginning their 
six-week isolation at the Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base medi- 
cal research laboratory. 


For half of those six weeks 


they lived on a sort of high-calo- 
rie version of a diet drink, tast- 
ing like melted ice cream. 


Scientists reported 
prelimi- 


nary findings showed the liquid 


diet tolerable for astronauts on 
long trips. 


The four students were iso- 


lated in a »-by-27 foot tank. Most 
of their waking hours 
were 


spent on scientific tasks but 
they did find time to read, play 
cards and chess; watch televi- 
sign and work on art and craft 
projects.

The British Labor government seems to be 


trapped between two campaign pledges in its 
h'assle with family doctors. 


One was a flat promise to eliminate the 


28-cent charge which the Conservative govern- 
ment had placed on prescriptions under the 
National Health Service. And the other was 
Labor's pledge to reduce the doctor shortage, 
a long-standing problem complicated by a steady 
exodus of medical school graduates and other 
doctors to foreign countries to escape socialized 
medicine. 


One survey has found about one in four new 


medical school graduates is leaving Great 
Britain, or about 4,900 doctors in a decade. 


The prescription pledge was implemented 


Feb. 1. But in then attempting to meet doctors' 
complaints with an average pay raise of $14 a 
week, the Laboriles ran into a harsh protest 
from the British Medical Association. Having 
asked for three times as much, the association 
urges its -members to desert the socialized plan 
for pVivate practice. 


The general practitioners in the government 


setup—97 per cent of the nation's total—should 
not have been surprised that Labor could find 
$70 million or more to pick up 28-cent tabs, but 
only $15 million for raises.

The Farm Mess 


LAFAYETTE, Indiana—Here in Indiana, where the 


hogs are so fat that they look rather like mastodons to

more complicated than that because of certain political 
.realities. But the figures they give tend to back up 
Mr. Schenck in his comprehensive general statement 
of the case. 


Mr. Schenck works backward from Hie figures 


that represent the 1964 costs of running Ike federal 
Department of Agriculture and the fann stabiliza- 
tion program. The toUI bin handed to the taxpayers 
each year for taking car* of the Department of 
Agriculture and Its works is approximately seven 
billion dollars. Some three billion of this, according 
to Mr. Scheack, is legitimate expenditure. 


But four billion goes out the window in one way or 


another in the currently rather hopeless attempt to 
solve the problem of the surplus. Not enough land is 
taken out of production under the wheat and feed grain 
programs to stabilize farm prices and income at a point 
that would bring about the progressive elimination of 
the excess corn and wheat that so taxes our storage 
facilities. But we know from past experience that when- 
ever the acreage reduction approaches the seventy mil- 
lion mark, the surplus starts to shrink and farming 
tends to be quite profitable to those who are still grow- 
ing crops on the remaining 390 million acres of U.S. 
plow land. 


What Mr. Schenck suggests is that the federal 


government offer sufficient incentive'to poor and elder- 
ly farmers to rent seventy million acres to Uncle Sam 
for conservation purposes. He figures that an average 
of twenty dollars an acre would do the trick. Seventy 
million multiplied by twenty would come_tp an. annual 
rent payment by the government of 1.4 billion dollars. 
This would be 2.6 billion cheaper than the present bill 
of four billion for coping with the surplus. What is more, 
it would return every producing fanner to a happy free 
market. 


Well, if it is all as simple as that in its large 


outlines, why, for Heaven's sake, isn't it done? The 
answer, according to the Purdue agricultural experts, 
is .that other people besides farmers have become bene- 
ficiaries of the present way of dealing with the farm 
problem. If an incentive price were offered to the 
marginal farmer to rent his acres -to the government, 
it could easily result, for example, in an almost whole- 
sale evacuation of certain areas in the western states. 
In sections of CoJorado and Utah farmers who are now 
struggling to coax a meager profit from their soil 
would, presumably, take their rent money from Uncle 
Sam and hie themselves to Florida or Southern Cali- 
fornia to live in the sunshine. What this would do to 
the merchants of the small towns in the deserted areas 
« 


ould create entirely new islands of poverty. Further- 
ore, it would also deprive some Congressmen of their 


constituents.

So what seems simple in Indiana, where retired

FBI Discovers Klan Raised Money 


To Have Martin Luther King Slain 


WASHINGTON - The FBI has 


picked up disquieting reports that 
the Rev. Martin Luther King, like 
the Negro Nationalist Malcolm X, 
has been marked for murder. 


The mDitant Malcolm apparent- 


ly was gunned down by Negro ex- 
tremists. The threats against Dr. 
King have come from white ex- 
tremists. 


As long ago as last July, the 


FBI learned that Ku Klux Klan 
terrorists tried to waylay Dr. King 
when he came to Monroe, La., on 
a civil rights mission. The last 
minute, the plot fell through. 


The latest reports claim that 


Klansmen are now trying to hire 
an ex-convict for $2,000 to do the 
dirty work for them. 


It is one of the ironies of the 


civil rights struggle that the Ku 
Klux Klan and Black Muslims ape 
one another at opposite ends of 
the spectrum. 


Both seek to segregate the white 


. and black races. Both quote Scrip- 
tures to justify their hate doc- 
trines. Both use goon squads to 
carry out acts of terror and vio- 
lence. 


Only elite Klansmen and Mus- 


lims, sworn to secrecy, are ad- 
mitted to the strong-aim squads. 
In both cases, they hold separate 
meetings under tight military se- 
curity.

Whatever Happened To Self-Determi nation? 


WASHINGTON - The world 


is told by Moscow dispatches 
.that Soviet military aid now is 
on the way to North Vietnam 
and that it includes ground-to- 
air missiles, jet fighters and 
technical advisers. 


The Soviet government claims 


that the assistance is being 
given at the invitation of the 
North 
Vietnam regime. The 


United States justifies its aid to 
South Vietnam with the argu- 
ment that military forces and 
supplies have been sent at the 
request of the South Vietnam 
government. 


The Soviet move is aimed di- 


rectly at an American army of 
more than 24,000 troops in South 
Vietnam 
which has 
suffered 


several hundred casualties in 
the last two years. Yet there is 
no sign that the United States 
government or any of its allies 
'Will object to what the Soviets 
are doing.. 


If the United States, on the 


other hand, wererto begin fur- 
nishing arms and ammunition 
for 
the 
use 
of underground 


groups in Czechoslovakia, Bul- 
garia, Rumania or any of the 
other "captive" countries now 
under Communist control, this 
would doubtless be called an act 
of war and an aggression. 


But it looks as if what the 


Soviet government is doing will 
not be challenged in the court 
of public opinion or anywhere 
else by the administration here. 
For the policy thus far has been 
one of buttering up the Moscow 
government with promises of ex- 
pansion of trade, perhaps more 
financial credits, and proposals 
for exchanges of visits between 
the leaders of Russia and Pres- 
ident Johnson. 


The root of the whole trouble 


is that neither. South Vietnam 
nor North Vietnam is capable 
today of self-government. The 
frequent 
changes .in the top 


posts in South Vietnam over the 
last two years indicate that a 
group of responsible leaders has 
not yet emerged.

Theoretically, the United Na- 


tions is composed of 114 free 
and equal nations, but actually 
most of them are not free and 
very few of the new members 
could be regarded as having 
achieved a position of respon- 
sibility or capability in carrying 
on their own affairs. 


The principle of "self-deter- 


mination" of peoples was widely 
proclaimed as a new deal back 
in 1919 when the League of Na- 
tions was founded and under- 
took to help backward nations 
by 
establishing 
supervisory 


trusteeships. But this privilege 
was abused as business inter- 
ests practically took over some 
of the smaller countries where 
the trusteeships prevailed. 


The fact is that no way has 


been devised as yet actually to 
train a nation for self-govern- 


ment. It is often said that Brit- 
ish colonial rule did a better 
job than any other system in 
preparing backward nations for 
self-government, and in many 
respects this is true. In those 
parts of Africa, however, where 
the French held sway for many 
years, most of the iformer col- 
onies have not turned out to be 
responsible. 


Southeast Asia is just another 


example of the failure of colon- 
ial rule to train and develop 
leaders for future responsibili- 
ties. Indo-China was governed 
by the French for many years, 
and when it was divided by in- 
ternational agreement in 1954, 
the assumption was that each of 
the individual countries would 
be permitted to develop its own 
form o£ government. But, by

RILED OVER HOSPITALS — 


Just as President Johnson has 
tended to trade on his long rela- 
tions 
with some Congressional 


leaders, so have they misgauged 
his understanding of their local 
and state political problems. 


It was quite a sight to witness 


a recent uprising in the Senate 
where Lyndon Johnson's No. 1 
lieutenant in that body. Sen. Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, was joined 
by Republican Leader Sen. Eve- 
rett M. Dirksen in denouncing the 
administration's attempt to close 
some veterans hospitals. 


Another development that an- 


gered the normally mild Mans- 
field was the Treasury's effort to 
renege on minting some new sil- 
ver dollars, a project that West- 
ern senators jammed through the 
last session of Congress with the 


tacit approval of the administra- 
tion. 


In recent Senate history, not all 


majority leaders have unfailingly 
supported all White House posi- 
tions, but it is always of major 
interest when the two part com- 
pany. In the above instances, the 
very sharpness of the break has 
J o h n s o n supporters somewhat 
concerned. 


The greatest opportunity for a 


healing of this wound lies with 
Mansfield rather than with John- 
son or his aides. Mansfield is 
noted as a calm, philosophical 
fellow. Once he's made his point 
of 
independence f r o m 
White 


House domination with his own 
Montana constituency, he can be 
expected to let bygones be by- 
gones. 


The question is: Will President 


Johnson? 


have not left the smaller na- 
tions alone. They are still trying 
to exploit them, it not always 
to control them politically. 


One of the most flagrant ex- 


amples of the indifference of the 
world to the proclaimed ideals 
of freedom, and self-determina- 
tion is to be found in Europe, 
where Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania, Bulgaria and Hungary 
have not really been given their 
independence. They are con- 
trolled directly and indirectly 
by Soviet military and political 
forces. 


Another case in which the 


ideal of self-determination has 
been neglected is to be found in 
the plight of the German people. 
They are efficient and capable, 
but their country is divided into 
two parts — East and West 
Germany. One is, in effect, be- 
ing governed by the Commu- 
nists, while the other is strug- 
gling under a handicap to devel- 
op an important role on the 
other continent of Europe. Ap- 
parently a united Germany can- 
not be established without the 
consent of the Soviet govern- 
ment. 


American help is indispensa- 


ble in war, but our influence is 
limited 
in peacetime. 
Small 


wonder that George Washington 
in 1796 advised the newly emerg- 
ing nation on this continent 
against 
entangling 
alliances. 


For up to date they have not 
permitted a philanthropic and 
alruistic country like the United 
States, which seeks no territory 
or selfish goals, to achieve Its 
main purpose — to help all peo- 
ples to govern themselves. Eu- 
rope is today divided and torn 
by friction based on nationalism 
or selfishness, and the Soviet 
government continues its efforts 
to conquer and control millions 
and millions of people beyond 
its own borders.

slaying of civil rights leader Med- 
gar Evers "look sick." 


Perhaps this is the same $2,000 


plot on Dr. King's life that the 
FBI had learned about earlier.

and rituals. Leaders of both or- 
ganizations make a big profit 
selling robes to the membership.

"Do you think it might be 
possible" and all that. Obviously, 
it's possible. The stuff's for sale, 
isn't it? Save time just to point 
and grunt. Still, all that chatter 
has a lovely sound. Makes me 
feel wanted. That's a rare thing 
in a supermarket, where I get 
the strangest feeling they want 
my money but not me. 


The American business bloke 


would be properly horrified if he 
ever heard an English telephone 
conversation, every last one of 
which opens with: "I hope I'm 
not disturbing you." Not at all, 
not at all. "I'm most frightfully 
sorry to have broken in on you 
this way" (the English concept of 
privacy is so profound that the 
very idea of a telephone, which

And the o ther was 
Labo r’s pledg e to reduce the do cto r sho rtag e, 
a lo ng -standing pro blem co mplicated by a steady 
ex o dus o f medical scho o l g raduates and o ther 
do cto rs to fo reig n co untries to escape so cialized 
medicine. 
One surv ey has fo und abo ut o ne in fo ur new 
medical scho o l g raduates is leav ing Great 
Britain, o r abo ut 4 .90 0 do cto rs in a decade. 
The prescriptio n pledg e was implemented 
Feb. 1. But in then attempting to meet do cto rs* 
co mplaints with an av erag e pay raise o f $14 a 
week, the Labo rites ran into a harsh pro test 
fro m the British Medical Asso ciatio n.

Whatever Happened To Self-Determination? 


These Days

Mess 


LAFAYETTE, Indiana—Here in Indiana, where the 
hogs are so fat that they look rather lik e mastodons to 
the u naccu stomed eye, you can get a simple answer to 
the farm problem. 
Hassil Schenck , who was head of the Indiana F arm 
Bu reau for twenty-one years and who, at the age 
72. lives on his 210-acre farm not far from Lafayette, 
says it is ju st a m atter of retiring seventy million acres 
from produ ction instead of the fifty million that is 
V fitcsently in the .so-called con.servation reserve At P u r­ 
du e University the agricu ltu ral departm ent people, in­ 
clu ding Dean of Agricu ltu re Ear! Bu tz, say it’s a little 
more complicated than that becau se of certain political 
realities. 
Bu t the figu res they give tend to back u p 
Mr. Schenck in his comprehensive general statem ent 


of the case. 


Mr. Schenck wo rks backward fro m the fig ures 
that represent the 196 4 co sts o f running the federal 
Department o f Ag riculture and the farm stabiliza­ 
tio n pro g ram. The to tal bill handed to the tax pay ers 
each y ear fo r taking care o f the Department o f 
Ag riculture and its wo rks Is appro x imately sev en 
billio n do llars. So me three billio n o f this, acco rding 
to .Mr. Schenck, Is leg itimate ex penditure. 


Bu t fou r billiwi goes ou t the window in one way or 
another in the cu rrently rather hopeless attem pt to 
solve the problem of the su rplu s. Not enou gh land if 
tak en ou t erf produ ction u nder the wheat and feed grain 
program s to stabilize farm prices and income at a point 
that wou ld bring abou t the progressive elimination of 
the excels cw n and wheat that so taxes ou r storage 
facilities. Bu t we k now from past experience that when­ 
ever the acreage redu ction approaches the seventy mil­ 
lion m ark , the su rplu s starts to shrink and farming 
tends to be qu ite profitable to those who are still grow­ 
ing crops on the remaining .190 million acres of U.S. 
plow land. 
What Mr. Schenck su ggests is that the federal 
government offer su fficient incentive to po« r and elder­ 
ly farm ers to rent seventy million acres to U nde Sam 
for conservatlmi pu rposes. He figu res that an average 
of twenty dollars an acre wmild do the trick . Seventy 
million mu ltiplied by twenty wou ld come to an annu al 
rent payment by the government of 1.4 billion dollars. 
This wou ld be 2 6 billion cheaper than the present bill 
of fou r billion for coping with the su rplu s.

Theoretically, the United N a­
